A planning advisory group 
was straining at the leash this 
week in attempts to nail down 
ways and means for implement- 
ing open space in Portola Val- 
ley.

The Portola Valley Citizens 
Planning Advisory Committee 
will resume talks on Jan. 9, at 
which time their chairman, 
Reino Liukkonen, hopes to ap- 
prise them of existing tools for 
preserving open areas. 


However, Liukkonen stressed 
that measures for setting aside 
open space will be spelled out 
in the new general plan for the 
valley now being completed by 
William Spangle and Associ- 
ates. 


Liukkonen, San Mateo Coun-; 
ty’s planning director, said he 
“wouldn't want to go charging 
into the board (of supervisors) 
right now” with the open space 
issue. 

“Spangle will be giving us 
more direction on this,” he em- 
phasized. 


The new valley plan is slated 
for completion in early Febru- 
ary. If approved by the super- 
visors, it will be appended to 


the county’s general master 
plan. 


It was generally agreed the 
valley plan offers a great op- 
portunity. As one committee 
member, R. L. Boothroyd, put 
it, “I think when we are finish- 
ed, we will have a plan which 
will serve as a model for any 
community in the nation which 
wants to preserve its (rural) 
areas and integrate these open 
areas with residential areas.”

Ryland Kelley, real estate de- 
veloper who owns the 1500-acre 
former Neylan estate, argued 
that no arbitrary fixed position 
should be taken on the density 
pattern. 


“All I ask is that more peo- 
ple be able to enjoy the prop- 
erty without destroying it,” he 
interjected at one point. In 
stumping for what he termed 
a positive approach, Kelley 
downgraded Woodside’s exclu- 
sion of people as not being “a 
creative approach to the prob- 
lems of human environment.”

him on the equal opportunity 
housing approach.

Short of Goals 
In Bay Area 


The United Crusade will 
wind up its 1963 campaign with 
$11,109,698 contributed in cash 
and pledges, but approximately 
$300,000 short of its goal. 

The total is $89,698 more 
than the amount donated last 
year, or 101 per cent of the 
1962 drive’s results. 

The figures were announced 
last week to the Crusade’s Bay 
Area executive committee by 
John R. Beckett, campaign 
chairman and Transamerica 
Corporation president. 

“Unfortunately,” Beckett 
declared, “this year’s total is 
well below the absolute mini- 
mum needs of Crusade agen- 
cies as carefully determined 
prior to the campaign.” 


“This shortage places the en- 
tire Crusade and its ageucies 
in a critical situation,” he 
warned. “Over the past eight 
years, the annual campaign has 
ranged between $10,200,000 
and $11,000,000. Taking all the 
agencies together, the total in- 
crease over that period has 
been well under 10 per cent.” 


“You know the advance that 
has taken place in our Bay Ar- 
ea economy in those eight 
years, including population 
growth with all its attendant 
social problems,” he said. “A 
business could not continue in- 
definitely in the face of rising 
costs without a commensurate 
growth in sales and income. 
Neither can our human service 
agencies.”

Being Urged 
In Menlo Park 


Menlo Park’s new cross-town 
bus—the first to be routed in 
this manner in history—started 
running recently. 

Already, promotion of the 
new route as a way to get 
around town is under way. 

The service will center at the 
Chamber of Commerce build- 
ing at the old Menlo Park rail- 
road depot. There will be 10 
“runs” a day from there to 
points in East Menlo Park and 
11 “runs” per day to the west; 
the first of these will leave at 
6:48 a.m. for a loop through 
western residential areas and 
the last will return to the de- 
pot after a tour through points 
east of the railroad tracks at 
6:52 p.m. 

The new routes have been 
designated 16 and 17. 

Schedules of stops have been 
printed and are available from 
several sources.

City Manager John R. John- 
son said that city crews will 
paint signs on curbs, designat- 
ing bus stops in the downtown 
area.

“But all a customer needs to 
do is be on the right side of 
the street and raise his hand 
when the bus comes to that 
point along its route,” he said.

Now’s Time to Think 


Of Freeway Alternatives 
The Willow Road freeway plan is dead. 


It’s not forgotten, because it hung for many months 
over the heads of himdieds of local home-owners, who 
faced the prospect of having their homes “freewayed” out 
of existence. 


Perhaps these hundreds — and scores of thousands of 
others who have faced the same prospect (and often the 
reality) of having their homes thus taker. ‘for the benefit of 
the community, of course) —will provide the nucleus of 
a new group of thinkers, as regards traffic problems. 


It long has been apparent that trceways don't solve all 
traffic problems. They generate traffic problems in many 
ways — such as by cutting off existing streets and forcing 
motorists to use circuitous routes to get where they are 
going, on the other side of the freeway. Add to this the 
fact that a freeway will displace thousands of homes, and 
you have a monster which, aside from performing its func- 
tion for moving traffic, creates a whole galaxy of unantici- 
pated results as regards the movement of autos — and most 
of the results are undesirable. 


There are sociological problems, too. In this area, we 
hear continually of the “east of Bayshore” community. A 
large proportion of the population of that area currently is 
non-Caucasian and the existence of Bayshore freeway — 
rightly or wrongly — is identified as a physical manifesta- 
tion of their separation from the community as a avhole. 
No good can possibly come of this. 


Scores of thousands who have been “freewayed out,” 
then, and the hundreds of new recruits to their ranks from 
the Menlo Park area — people who found their homes and 
businesses under the cloud of condemnation for state pur- 
poses — might well get together to become an effective 
voice. 

They might well form ranks on a statewide basis, dis- 
cuss among themselves the most reasonable, long-term solu- 
tion to the state’s traffic problems, how best to move people 
from place to jlace expeditiously without completely gut- 
ting the landscape and destroying our scenic heritage and 
without creating a horde of social problems which nobody 
at this time appears ready to face, much less act on, and still 
less try to solve. 


This sounds like a grand place for a great committee 
with subcommittees and sub-subcommittees and sub-sub- 
subcommittees, to operate. It is. But it is also a place in 
which work needs to be done. In fact, it’s an area of think- 
ing in which work has to be done, and soon.

So welll trying te continue te write editorials which 
have local orientation — something of peculiar interest to 
the people of the Menlo Park, Atherton, Woodside and 
Portola Valley area. 

Maybe we'll succeed. May be we won't. But we'll keep 
on trying. That’s a new years resolution.

Municipal Report: 


Buildings Last for Many Re 


er be expected to be replaced 


Last week, this column men- 
tioned several categories of 
buildings which, though obso- 
lete on the face of things, some- 
how or other don’t get torn 
down. 

These and others have been, 
are, and will continue to be a 
source of frustration to plan- 
ners, whether professional or 
serving on volunteer commit- 
tees. 

Besides those discussed last 
week (buildings converted in- 
to bars and restaurants, room- 
ing houses, various sheds and 
buildings constructed and la- 
belled ‘“temporary”), there are 
strategic locations wherein it 
appears buildings have a long- 
er-than-average life expectan- 
cy. 
It was long ago established 
in such metropolitan centers 
as New York and Chicago 
that slums tend to develop 
on the fringes of downtown 
areas, 

The history seems to be that 
wealthy merchants and other 
cowntown operators built 
large, expensive “town houses” 
on the fringe of the areas 
where they did their business. 

Later on, these buildings 
went out of style and their or- 
iginal tenants moved away. The 
downtown area, because of 
population growth, tended to 
grow into these areas. 

But the buildings weren’t 


e 
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torn down; rather, the lower 
floors were converted to com- 
mercial uses, in some cases, 
and the upper floors became 
tenements. 

The original buildings, of 
course, weren’t torn down. The 
owners were getting good rev- 
enue for a minimum invest- 
ment and there appeared no 
reason for not exploiting the 
gain. 

The same thing, of course, 
happens in the older sec- 
tions of Menlo Park and if 
you look, you'll find many 

older homes in areas which 
might be described as “in 
the path of commercial (or 
apartment) development.” 
They haven’t become tene- 

ments and haven’t been sub- 
divided into small apartments 
of the ramshackle variety. Ma- 
ny are well maintained but 
some have been allowed to de- 
teriorate. 

Many are lived in by their 
owners, who mey have cwned 
them for a couple of decades 
and who simply don’t want to 
move. 

Most owners-in-residence of 
small homes near the down- 
town or apartment area com- 
plain about taxes and some pri- 
vate residences have been in- 
cluded in parking lot assess- 
ment districts because, on ac- 
count of commercial zoning, 
they may at some time or oth- 
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by commercial structures 
which will return a profit to 
the owners. 

. Some of the smaller, older 
homes ‘in the path of commer- 
cial development” have been 
bought up by speculators who 
have no immediate plans but 
who are waiting “until the time 
is ripe.” 

The buildings are rented, us- 
ually, and this pays the taxes 
while the absentee owner 
waits for his investment to ma- 
ture. 

In both cases, no matter 
what the planner says ought 
to be done, the older build- 
ings remain, obsolete or not. 

Many single family homes re- 
main in apartment house areas, 
too, but here it appears to be 
a matter of simple economics. 

In Stanford Park, for in- 
stance, many happy house- 
holders continue to tend their 
large gardens and live in hous- 
es on which the mortgage has 
been paid off with no interest 
whatever in “redevelopment” 
or “harmony of the apartment 
house aspect on the street.” 

The reason for this seems to 
be that the price of an apart- 
ment house lot isn’t large en- 
ough to buy the present owner 
a substitute house for the one 
in which he’s living — in spite 
of the fact that from the plan- 


‘ning point of view it’s ‘“obso- 
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lete.” 

A developer may come by 
and tell the owner, “I can get 
you $15,000 for this house and 
lot, should you decide to sell.” 

The developer has, of 
course, calculated that all 
he’s buying is the lot. The 
house will have to be torn 
down. 

The owner gets in his car 
and rides around. He looks at 
some real estate listings in the 
classified ads, and checks them 
out. Usually he finds he’s not 
going to improve himself in- 
vestment-wise so he typically 
will tell the developer some- 
thing like, 

“T haven’t made up my mind 
just yet. Come back next year.” 

Throw in a few paragraphs 
of details about modern home 
financing and apartment house 
loans, and it becomes readily 
apparent why little seems to 
get done in the matter of rede- 
velopment, no matter what the 
theorists may conceive to be 
the best use of the land. 

There are, of course, ways 
of getting obsolete buildings 
torn down. Public agencies 
have the horses in the form 
of the right of eminent domain. 

If the money’s available 
and the need exists, houses 
can be bought by public ag- 
encies. But here, the land has 
to be made available for pub- 
lic use. 
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In downtown areas such con- 
demnation may be made for 
parking lots, for example. 

Another public use for 
which blighted houses might 
justifiably be condemned 
would be for street rights-of- 
way. 

Smaller political agencies 
such as cities don’t usually con- 
demn land for this purpose 
these days, preferring to get 
new streets built for them by 
subdividers as a condition of 
allowing the subdivision to be 
built. 

In or near downtown areas, 
the street pattern is pretty well 
established and a need to route 
streets through somebody’s lot 
with the collateral purpose of 
“removing a blight” just isn’t 
economical. Besides, if such a 
piece of property is needed, it 
usually can be acquired for 
fair market value — or some- 
thing reasonably close to it 

Larger political subdivisions 
such as the state do condemn 
land in large quantity for high- 
way rights-of-way. But the 
state Division of Highways 
does not concern itself with so- 
ciological aspects; whether the 
land to be condemned is a 
“blighted area” or not is not 
its problem. 

What the highway people 
are concerned with is moving 
automobiles from one place to 
another.

Written statements must be 
cbtained from those desiring to 
make formal presentations. An 
itemized agenda must be per- 
pared to notify all concerned 
of topics which will be taken 
up. Sometimes, subpenas must 
be issued to make ccrtain that 
individuals attend, or records 
are produced. 

Some 20 different topics will 
have been considered at these 
meetings. Certain matters will 
be the subjects of more than 
one hearing, either because of 
their great importance, or be- 
cause the needs of various 
parts of the state differ con- 
siderably. Then, too, as fre- 
quently happens, committee 
consideration may develop new 
areas for study. 

It is not possible for me to 
do more than name a few of 
the matters considered at these 
hearings.

Senator Dolwig Plugs for New 
State College in This County 


Senator Richard J. Dolwig 
(R-Atherton) this week an- 
nounced there is definitely a 
chance that San Mateo State 
College can be placed on the 
Governecr’s special call list for 
the extraordinary session of 
the Legislature in February. 

Dolwig attneded a meeting 
of legislative leaders Monday 
with Governor Edmund G. 
Brown at the State Capital to 
discuss the subjects that may 
be placed on the list, which is 
solely within the discretion of 
the Governor. The extra-ordi- 
nary session of the Legislature 
runs concurrently with the 
regular budget session. 

Among the subjects that 
the San Mateo State Senator 
requested be taken up at the 
1964 special session were the 
San Mateo State College, and 
additional Superior Court 
judgeships. 

“T ean report that Governor 
Brown has received a number 
of telegrams and letters from 
citizens of San Mateo County,” 
Dolwig said. 

“Governor Brown indicated 
he is beginnings to understand 
the urgency of the need for a 
San Mateo State College. How- 
ever, he plans to discuss this 
with Warren Christopher, 
Chairman of the State Coordi- 
nating Council for Higher Edu- 
eation, to see if the Priority 
Report of the Council can’t be 
speeded up.”

San Mateo College Bond Vote 


March 24, 1964, has been 
chosen as the date for the San 
Mateo Junior College District’s 
election on a $12,800,000 bond 
issue for initial construction on 
the District’s north and south 
campuses, the completion of 
the College Heights campus, 
and the acquisition of a coast- 
side site. 

The district’s board of 
trustees last week approved 
in principle both the amount 
of the 25-year bond issue and 
the date for the election. 


The board’s action followed 
a detailed presentation by Su- 
perintendent Julio L. Bortolaz- 
zo and the recommended fi- 
nancing to permit immediate 
starts on two additional cam- 
puses and expansion of the Col- 
lege Heights facility from its 
present 6500 student capacity 
to accommodate 8000 students. 
This enrollment figure is ex- 
pected to be reached by the 
fall of 1965. 

Describing the district’s mas- 
ter plan figures for enrollment, 
revised in 1961, as “ultra-con- 
servative,’ the superintendent 
pointed to the College’s actual 
enrollment in the fall of 1963 
as a 20 per cent increase over 
the fall of 1962. The original es- 
timate was 12 per cent. 

“This trend can be expect- 
ed to increase in the next 
several years, because of the 
higher birth rate in the per- 
iod after 1946. The big en- 
rollment jump, which has al- 
ready affected elementary 
and high schools, will hit the 
colleges next September,” 
said Dr. Bortolazzo. 

He continued: “The fact is 
the number of high school 
graduates in San Mateo Coun- 
ty in June of 1964 will be ap- 
proximately 35 per cent great- 
er than in the spring of 1963— 
three graduates next year for 
every two this last June. As yet 
we cannot present a final revi- 
sion of enrollment figures for 
the master plan; but if the 1963 


developed for each campus, Su- 
perintendent Bortolazzo report- 
ed that the first phase on the 
north and south sites would in- 
volve the complete grading and 
site development, drainage and 
primary utilities, construction 
of expansible buildings, pur- 
chase of essential equipment 
and furniture, and parking 
spaces for a minimum of 1000 
cars. 

Duplication of all technical 
and vocational programs now 
offered at College Heights 
has not been deemed neces- 
sary for each campus. How- 
ever, electronics technician 
training, licensed vocational 
nursing, home economics and 
standard two-year programs 
in such fields as secretarial 
and business education 
should be offered, Bortolazzo 
said.

Children’s Home _ Society, 
California’s largest privately 
supported adoption agency, 


keynoted its statewide mem-. 
bership drive by calling atten- 
tion to the increasing number 
of children available for adop- 
tive placement. 

David, pictured here, is the 
Society's Ohristmas member- 
ship campaign child — typical 
of the children this agency 
places in permanent adoptive 
homes. All David wants for 
Christmas is a Mommy and 
Daddy of his own, and the So- 
ciety is sure he will get his 
wish. However, there are other 
children waiting. 

Drastic changes in the field 
of adoption were disclosed to- 
day in the Society's Christmas 
magazine mailed to all sup- 
porters of the statewide agen- 
cy.
